that both your Majeſties Kingdoms of Scorlandand Englandriy 
beunxedin the egjoying of their liberties in peace,underyour Ma- 


jeſties Scepter, which is the moſt affured foundation of your Ma-' 
jeſties honour and greacnefſe , and of the ſecurity of your royall -
